"The tenant upon renting a house 
is put to little expense to furnish It;

the shoes before entering a house, 
there is uo danger of oue s bringing 
Willi him the dirt from the streets 
"His bedding consists of cotton 
quilts, which are spread out on ihe 
floor at night, rolled together In the 
morning, and stored away in a closet 
during ihe day.

Gabriel wa. boi 
iu Tulare county, but during child- 
hood moved lo the tow ti of Uoii- 
tety. Father Juniper. Serra ar- 
rived la Monlery in 1770, and it l« 
authenticated tbat at that time Ga- 
briel waa a grandfather. The young- 
eat age at which au Indian married 
was fifteen year* old. If Gabriel 
followed the cualom and married at 
that age he would necoaaarlly have 
been thirty -two or thirty-three yeara 
old to have been a grandfather at 
the time of Father Junlpero'8 land- 
ing there. Father Junlpcro taught 
the art of cutting and laying stone 
and at the time or the building: of the 
first chapel in tho years of 1771 aud 
1 77-: Gabriel assisted In the construc- 
tion of the wall, lie became ao ex- 
pert at his trade that mauaged and 
assisted In the conalruciiotof the San 
Antonio Miaaion in 1781. lie wa* 
then married to hia aecond wife.
